1). H unt, room 1232 Rookery building, as 
a janitor. 
C ollins’s work kept him from 
hom e until la te, he usua lly a rriving a bout 
1 o’clock. 
D e m on of J e a lou sy P ossesses H im . 
He returned at that 
hour 
y esterda y 
m orning and wa s surprised to find tha t 
his w ife A lice was not at home. 
She had 
told him early in the m orning before ho 
left home of her intention to a ttend the 
M cKinley picnic a t Six ty -third street a nd 
Ashla nd a venue with some colored a c­ 
qua inta nces. 
This, however, would 
be 
over before m idnight, a nd she w ould be 
home in plenty of tim e to have his ea rly 
m orning lunch ready for him. W hen C ol­ 
lins returned homo his la te supper w a s 
not on tlie table, neither wa s Alice, his 
wife, home to greet him . 
He sat down 
and wa ited for her. An hour passed a wa y , 
and she did not appear. 
The longer he 
wa ited the less tra nquil the sta te of his 
m ind became, until C ollins became con­ 
vinced that his w ife wa s unfa ithful to 
him. 
J ea lous thoughts filled his m ind 
until he determined ho would kill his w ife 
when she appeared and then kill him self. 
Pa id N o H eed to H er Protests. 
H e secured his revolver, and when he 
heard his w ife’s steps at the outside of the 
door and heard her open it Collins at once 
upbraided her for being out late, and w ith 
being unfa ithful to h r marriage vows in 
seeking the com pa ny w • h other men. 
Mrs. Collins’ t. censes of be: ig with friends 
were of no ava.! 
and w* n >h • protested 
against his chart« - he p od no lie «1, 
but 
a i m ing the revolver at. her final three 
shots in qui k sueces'iou. 
Two of i he 
shots took effect, one striking her under 
the right shoulder, 
while the second one 
penetrat d her left hip. the third plowing 
its way into the woodwork of the room. 
F ou n d B oth S t r e t c h ol on th e Floor. 
Mrs. Collins fell to the floor with the 
blood spurting from two gaping wounds. 
Collins then turned the revolver on h i m ­ 
self a nd fired one bullet into his right 
temple. 
W hen the neighbors, startled by 
the shots, rushed in followed by a police­ 
man, they found the wife stretched out on 
the floor, while not six feet away was the 
husband, while the carpet was splattered 
with blood. 
A physician was called, who 
helped to quench the flow of blood, and 
then both husband and wife were carried 
to the Engh wood Union hospital. 
Wounds Not NcccHgurilj Fatal. 
There the house » urgeon said that while 
both were badly h ur t the wounds would 
not necessarily prove fatal, Mrs.Collins,the 
worst wounded of th e two, is only 20 years 
of age, and has been married to the m an 
who ^hot her a little over a year. 
They had lived peaceably together until 
the shooting, never having been k now n to 
quarrel before.

At the dis­ 
charge th« jlightsdisa ppca m i; but, keep­ 
ing his eye on the spot where they ha<l 
been 
he 
walk« *« ! quickly to it, and 
found, to his a mazement, a night heron, 
upon whose breast glea m ed the m ysteri­ 
ous light. 
The sportsman told me of 
th is incident, and, w hile I had often 
heard of the light on the heron’s breast, 
1 never before could find any one who 
had personally witnessed the phenome­ 
non; consequently I propounded num er­ 
ous questions. 
The observer sa w the 
ligh t distinctly; first, at a distance of 
a t least 5 0 yards, or 150 feet. 
There 
were three lights upon each bird — one 
upon each side between the hips an« l 
ta il and one upon the breast. 
He sa w 
the lights of a t least four individua ls, 
and wa s so interested that ho observed 
them a ll ca refully, and as to their in­ 
tensity stated to me tha t each light was 
the equiva lent of tw o candles, s« ) tha t 
w hen he aimed he could see fho gun 
sight a ga inst it. 
A s to whether the bird had control of 
the light, lie lielieved that it did, as he 
sa w th« « lights open and shut several 
tim es as ho cra wled toward the bird, 
and he stopped when the light disa p­ 
peared ami crept on when 
it 
came 
a ga in. 
rl he light did not endure long 
a fter th« * bird wa s shot, fa ding a wa y 
a lm ost im m edia tely. 
In <*o]« .r the light 
wa s white* and reminded him of phos­ 
phorescent wood. 
Stories of lum inous birds have been 
rela ted bv sportsmen occa siona lly, but, 
so far as I know, exa ct fa cts and data 
have m*ver before been obtained on this 
most interesting and som ewha t sensa- j 
tiona l subject.

A Texas sportsman, in Forest an« l 
Scream, giv« s an account of an exciting 
erperienc« * w hile fishing for tarpon in 
Galveston bay. He savs: 
As I had m a de my arrangements to 
r« turn to Houston at 
2 o’clock, I told 
tb« * boatman tha t if he would give me 
one more fresh m ullet I would bait the 
hr>ok, and, w hen tha t was tak« *n, we 
would g« ) in. 
H« * ga ve me the m ullet, 
put liis oars in the locks and wa s ready 
to start when I threw my bait over- 
lioard. I had not got three feet from the 
G>at before there was a m ighty splash. 
>\ a ter was thrown a ll over mo, and my 
m ullet was taken by a tarpon. 
I was 
scarcely prepared for him, but at the 
same tim e I prevented his getting too 
much line, and the reel sang the pret­ 
tiest kind of song, until he had gone 
about 50 feet, tha t I ever heard. 
At 
this distance he jum ped at lea st 10 feet 
out of the wa ter, and, finding I had 
him safe, I ga ve him no more sla ck 
whatev« *r. He turned im m edia tely out 
the channel to sea a ga inst the tide an« i 
continued his rapid ga it, jum ping clea r 
Df the water every 100 feet or so until 
tv* had jumped nine times. 
H e k« *pt up 
the pace until he had gone 3 m iles to 
sea and into very deep water. 
“ I had no control of him wha tever, 
>in« l he had faki n on several occasions 
during 
this 
outwa rd 
sea m ovem ent 
nea rly all my line, at least 550 feet. 
After this dista nce he turned to the left 
and went at lea st 2 m iles, until lie 
got into 5 or 6 feet of water. 
Then 
he turned back across the channel and 
went on the oppositoside of it, probably 
lLg miles. 
After 
2% hours he w ent 
b.vck into wa ter 3 ^ or 4 feet deep, and 
I had some hope of getting him into 
wa ter where 1 could ga ff him. 
But, 
w ithout warning, ho turned to sea a ga in 
an« l did not stop until he had gone 1 b, 
m iles. 
Ibis fish took us around over 
the bay for 5>i, hours, and a dista nce of 
not less than 12 or 13 miles. 
I found I 
had no control over him, and I knew I 
had him foul in som e wa y, becuuso no 
pressure tha t I dared bring 
to bear 
seem ed to turn his head, and when I 
got him broadside toward me and en ­ 
deavored to hold him I would draw him 
broadside tom e, and not head foremost, 
which told me I ha« l him hooked som e­ 
where in the side. 
After I had worn out Captain Fra nk 
Marsh, m y boatman and m yself, and 
w e had on several occasions a lm ost de­ 
cided to cut the line and let the tish go, 
we began to have u little control over 
him , and workeil him toward sha llow 
water, and at 5 :15 I got him into wa ter 
about a b, l« *et deep, and the captain got 
into the water him self and worked up 
to the tish and gaffed him , as he had a 
gaff w ith a ha ndle about (5 feet long. 
A fter lie got th« * guff info tin* tarpon lie 
drew him toward the boat, and 1 killed 
him w ith an oar. ”

Draughts in some shape or form is 
doubtless a very a ncient pastime. 
In- 
b* ♦*(!, the sa fest thing to say about it is 
that its origin is lost in the m ists of 
a ntiquity. 
Representations of persons 
pla cing at a game resem bling draughts 
are frequently found on a ncient Egyp­ 
tian m onum ents at lea st 3,000 years old. 
Th« * Greeks hud a sim ila r game, from 
whom possibly it passed to the Romans. 
At least the old Homan ga m e of latruu- 
culi 
seem s to have beeu a kind of 
draughts, though it is doubtful if the 
game as now* played is very ancient. 
The ga m e wa s popular and w ell known 
tn r ranee and Spain in the seventeenth 
century and was probably pla yed there 
and in Engla nd centuries before that. 
That it w a s from France the ga m e came 
into m a ny of the other countries is evi­ 
dent from the fact tha t the French 
name— jou de dames— passed w ith it. 
Dam or damme was once the regular 
English name for one of the pieces. 
In 
G* im a ny the gam« « is still ca lled dame- 
spiel, in H olla nd the board is dambord, 
a id in Scotla nd (as w ill be remembered 
by readers o f Dean R a m sa y’s anecdotes) 
dambrod still survives. 
In the U nited 
States the less usual nam e of chequers, 
spelled checkers, is employed. 
Polish] 
Spanish, Ita lia n and Turkish draughts 
are va rieties of the sam e game. 
The 
Polish ga m e, which has severa l pecul­ 
ia rities, w a s introduced 
to Pa ris in 
17 23 and w a s at first pla yed on a board 
of 100 squares w ith 40 m en.— Cham­ 
bers’ J ournal.

have eight, which, if at, tim es a ll lu ­ 
minous, w ould give th« * bird a most 
conspicuous, not to say spectral, appear­ 
ance at night. 
¿ some yea rs ago a party of explorers 
entered a large ca ve on the island of 
Irinnla d tha t had hitherto been consid­ 
ered inacei'Nsible. To their astonishm ent 
th« \ found it tilled w ith birds which 1 
darted about in tho dark m such num ­ 
bers that they struck the explorers and 
rendmed th« 'ir passage not m erely dis- i 
agreeable, but dangerous. 
The*birds 
prou d to be night hawks, known as oil 
birds, and in great demand for th« ' oil 
tiny conta in, and it is bar« ly possible 
that thes« « birds are a lso light giv« 'i*s. \ 
Th« * powiler down patches of the oil I 
bn d a ie upon each sid« * of the rump. 
As to tin* use of such lights to a bird 
there has been much conjecture, but it 
is thought tha t it may be a lure to at- | 
tiuct fishes, 
i hus it is w ell known that 
fishes and various m arine a nim a ls are S 
attract« *« ! by light, and a heron standing ! 
m otionless in the water, the light from 
its breast, if « xpial 
to 
two candles, 
v\ ou Id be pla inly seen for a considerable 
dista nce by various kinds of fishes, who 
would undoubtedly approach w ithin the 
reach of the ea gle eye and sharp bill of 
the heron, ami so fa ll victim s to their 
curiosity. If tiiis is a true solving of the 
m ystery it is one of tlm most remark­ 
able provisions of nature. 
1 here is hardly a group of a nim als 
that does not include some light givers 
of grea t beauty; but it is not genera lly 
known tha t some of the higher animals 
also produce light at times. Kcnuinger, 
the na tura list, whose studies and obser­ 
va tions ot 1 araguay ar« * w ell known, 
« ells a most remarkable story of his ex­ 
perience w ith the monkey known as 
N yctipithitheeus triviriga tus. 
H« * was 
in complete darkness w hen he observed 
the phenomenon, which wa s 
a phos­ 
phorescent light glea m ing from the eyes 
of tin* a nim a l ; not the light w hich ap­ 
pears in the eye «>f a cat, but shafts of 
phosphorescent light which were not 
only distinctly visibl« *, but illuminated 
objects a distance of six inches from the 
a nim a l’s eyes.—Philadelphia Times.
